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Artificial Respiration — 


The following information is 
issued by the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Public Health: 


In the past five years 275 per- 
sons have met death by accident 
al drowning in Alderta. Perhaps 
some of these lives could have 
been saved had artificial resp- 
iration been applied immediate- 
ly after the individual was tak- 
en from the water, 

As soon as the apparently 
drowned person is taken 
from the water he should be 
laid face downward with the 
head lower tnan the legs. The 
aims should be fully extended 
parallel to the head which 
should face to one side. The 
head may rest on an arm. " 

The rescurer then stands 
astride the patient facitig the 
patient’s head. | With both 
hands lift the patients three or 
four times to expel all the 
water possible, (Placing the 
patient on his abdomen over 
a barrel or log is a substitute 
for this manoevre.. 

With a finger wrapped in a 
piece of cloth wipe out all 
foreign matterfrom the mouth, 

Pull the patient's tongue for- 
ward with fingers or forceps. If 
an assistant is present have 
him kept the tongue forward. 

With the patient still in the 
position outlined above, kneel 
astride him with your knees 
opposite his hip bones, ? 

Place the palms of you hands 
on the small of the patients 
back with your fingers resting 
on his ribs. The Hedi » fingers 


rib an the tips of Your fingers 
should be directed downwards 
and be just out of sight. 

With your arms held straight 
swing forward slowly — so 
that the full weight of 
your body is brought to bear 
gradually on the patients. Your 
shoulders should be directiy 
over the heel of your hand at 
the end of the forward swing, 
Do not bend your elbow. This 
manoeuver should. be done 
while you count “two”, 

Swing backwards so as to 


‘|completly remove your weight 


from your arms but do not re- 
move your hands from cheir 
position. Count “two”. Swing 
slowly forward again and re- 
peat the maneouver as. above 
The muaneouver should take 
four seconds; fifteen such man- 
oenyers to the minute, closely 
approximate the normal ‘rate 
of .inspiration and expiration. 

Continue artificial respiration 
until natural breathing is re- 
stored, if necessary four or five 
hours, or, until a physcian de- 
clares that the patient is dead, 

When’ the patient revives he 
should be kept at rest in order 
that no extra burden inay be 
placed on the heart. Keep the 
patient warm if possible but do 
not lose yaluable time in trying 
to get the patient to shelter,

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- Bubbles 


HE late Canon Davidson was 

well and favorably known in 
many parts of Canada, especially 
in the West, not only as a great 
churchman, but also as an _in- 
structive and entertaining lec- 
turer. During one of his lec- 
tures, to illustrate one of his 
points, he told the following 
story: 

Tim MacBey (fictitious, of 
course), a merchant in a small 
town in the West, had a vorac- 
ious appetite. He was invited 
to represent the local Board of 
Trade at a banquet in Regina, 
and when the evening arrived 
Tim was tle first to take a seat. 
Some of the help left a small 
yellow cake of soap on the table 
near where Tim sat. Thinking 
at first that it was a piece of cheese he gobbled it down. In a few min- 
utes he turned to the genial Canon, who by this time had taken a seat 
beside ‘him. 

“Say, Canon,” said he, “I’ve eaten a piece of soap. Should I see a 
doctor?” 

“No, Tim,” came the reply, “I don’t thing it’s necessary. There will 
be no serious results other than that in future you’ll be blowing bubbles, 
pretty bubbles in the air.” 


“That’s O.K. then with me,” answered Tim, “I've been doing just 
about that all my life—chasing something with nothing in it.” 

How often is it too true that many of us waste energy doing either 
one or the other—blowing pretty bubbles or chasing them? We dream 
of the things we’d like to possess but we do nothing’substantial to secure 
them. So far as we are concerned they are merely bubbles, pretty 
bubbles in the air. 

The merchant dreams of a large and successful business but ho 
exerts scarcely sufficient energy to spear a dollar when it voluntarily 
passes ‘his way. The lawyer sees himself pleading a great case before 
the supreme court when he is too lazy to prepare the material to present 
to a country Justice of the Peace; and so with a lot of others. 

One of the winners of the world championship for wheat said that 
hundreds of farmers had just as good grain in their granaries as that 
with which he won the title of “World’s Wheat King.”. “Their trouble,” 
said he, “is that they lack the energy and sticktoitiveness to’ make a 
selection, prepare the sample and make entry.” It is to be ‘hoped, how- 
ever, for the sake of Canada’s reputation, that too many crop producers 
will not merely blow bubbles nor chase them in Sele attitude towards 
the World’s Grain Exhibition and Conference to be held at Regina in 
1982. Quite true the cash prizes are more numerous and much larger 
than have been offered ever before anywhere in the world. Competi- 
tion, too, is open to the whole world. But there are over 1,700 of these 
awards and since the ’82 undertaking is an all-Canadian undertaking, 
farmers in every part of the Dominion—all of them—should cut out the 
bubble blowing and bubble chasing, get down to business and make a 
real effort to win the share that Canadian grain and seed merits. 

It’s a funny world, though. I suppose without the bubble chasers it 
wouldn’t be just right. Somebody will always sing: 

“’m forever blowing bubbles—pretty bubbles in the air; 
They fly so high, nearly reach'the sky; 
Then like my dreams they fade and die. 
Fortune’s always hiding. I’ve looked everywhere. 
® I’m forever blowing bubbles, pretty bubbles in the air.”
